MONTGOMERY, Ala. — In a 
stunning victory, Democrat Doug 
Jones won Alabamas special 
Senate election on Tuesday, beat-

dent Donald Trump, who urgently 
endorsed GOP rebel Roy Moore 
despite a litany of sexual miscon- 
duct allegations. 

It was the first Democratic Sen- 
ate victory in a quarter-century in 
Alabama, one of the reddest of red 
states, and proved anew that party 
loyalty is anything but sure in the 
age of Trump. The Republican loss 


was an embarrassment for the 
president and a fresh wound for 
the nation’s already divided GOP. 
“We have shown not just around 
the state of Alabama, but we have 
shown the country the way — that 
we can be unified,” Jones declared 
as supporters in a Birmingham 
ballroom cheered, danced and 
cried tears of joy. Still in shock, the
